He talked 
to them in the plainest English: He told 
them the dctions of the union in interfering 
with funerals surpassed any impropriety of 
which he supposed sane men could be gulity.

The union officials asserted that, under 
court decisions, they had a right to picket.

Gives Woman All Her Savings. 

Until a short time ago Mrs. Jackson had 
lived with Mrs. Gillespie, 2213 Armcur ave- 
nue, wife of a coal dealer. To Mrs. Gillespie 
she had intrusted $850, all her wealth. Hard- 
ly had the money been given in trust, it is 
said, when the aged woman was subjected 
to Ill treatment. 

Mrs. Jackson then demanded that her 
money be returned. The demand, it is said, 
was refused, and the old woman went to 
live in the small cottage where yesterday she 
was found dead. 

Shortly after Mrs. Jackson left, Mrs. Gil- 
lesple reported to the police of the Cottage 
Grove avenue station that two masked men 
had entered her house during the daytime, 
while her husband was absent, and had forced 
to reveal the hiding place of her money. She 
said she was robbed of $1,700, including all 
the money left of what had been intrusted 
to her by Mrs. Jackson. Monroe Owens, a 
roomer, made his entrance by the front door 
as the masked men were leaving the rear 
door. This was according to Mrs. Gillespie's 
report.

Citizens’ Committee at First

War on Robbery.

Clubs Were Made Popular

HOW TO SUPPRESS CRIME. 

Make holdups unprofitable by carrying only small 
change in your pockets and by paying all ex- 
penses with checks. 

Suppress the yellow newspapers that make heroes 
out of criminals, and let helpful hints on how 
to escape holdups be published daily. 

Make it legal for all citizens to carry concealed 
weapons and to improve marksmenship make the 
shooting gallery the riVal of the golf links. 

Stop knocking the police. 

Have more men teachers in the schools, so that 
bad boys will get licked oftener.. Also have a 
9 p. m. curfew for all youths of 16 or under. 

Plug up the justice court loopholes for criminals. 


These and many other suggestidhs and 
commentaries came out of the meeting of the 
citizens’ committee called yesterday to or- 
ganize its crusade against the conditions 
responsible for the prevalence of crime in 
Chicago. While the score of citizens present 
told in turn their views of what's the mat- 
ter with Chicago and how to mend it, com- 
mittees were appointed to set in motion the 
machinery of the investigation. 

One contmittee will visit the city hall this 
afternoon and invite the mayor and Chief 
O'Neill to appear at the next meeting of the 
general body and throw some light on the 
causes of thug terrorism. A subcommittee 
on organization will arrange for codperation 
with the Citizens’ association so as to utilize 
in the crusade, so far as possible, the ma- 
chinery tested by years of graft hunting 
in Chicago. At the next meeting of the 
general body, Thursday afternoon, a sub- 
committee will take up the work of immedl- 
ate relief from lawlessness. 


Three Purposes of Committee. 

The vigilance organization has three chief 
aims. It will devise a scheme for effecting 
the rigid enforcement of present laws. One 
suggestion is that a representative of the 
committee be stationed in every court in the 
city to watch the course of justice and thwart 
evasions of the law. It will also discover 
means to increase the police force and to 
weed out useless members, and its final object 
is to propose new legislation for the 
nent correction of existing evils. 

When the committee met at the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank early in the after- 
noon Judge Tuthill read his recommenda- 
tion, which urged that branches of the 
organization be established in each ward 
with delegates from each precinct. Murry 
Nelson was elected permanent chairman, 
John C. Black, president of the Continental 
National bank, treasurer, and H. H. Ken- 
nedy, secretary. 

Would Reduce Holdup Profits. 

“The reign of crime is on and to fulfill 
our trust to the public we must secure quick 
relief,”” said H. H. Gross, who was the first 
to express his views of the situation. Rob- 
bery is profitable to the holdup man. First 
we should make it unprofitable. Carry no 
valuables on your person and only a small 
amount of money. Pay all expenses possible 
with checks. A man was robbed last night 
of $280. Any one who would carry that much 
money ought to have been robbed. N 

I believe that the law forbidding the car- 
rylng of concealed weapons should be wiped 
off the books. Thugs will carry them, any- 
way, andit is up to honest citizens to defend 
themselves. A little more shooting by citi- 
zens would make the holdup business un- 
popular. We otght to have shooting clubs 


as well as golf clubs, so that men, and wom- 


en, too, could be taught toshoot straight. A 
gun is perfectly safe in the hands of one who 
knows how to use it.“ 


| Hints for Holdup Victims. ’ 

The committee was getting mightily inter- 
ested.in the discourse and a few looked about 
with some apprehension, but Mr. Gross con- 
tinued: 
Then, instead of making criminals 
heroes and promoting schools for crime, the 
newspapers might print helpful hints for 
holdup emergencies. They should advise 
people to stay in at night, to walk in the 
middle of the street after midnight, never 
to pass between two persons of suspicious 
appearance, and to give dark alleys a wide 
berth. Don’t throw bricks at the police. We 
need twice as many as we have, but they are 
doing the best they can. Then, among other 
things, I think there should be a curfew at 
9 p. m. for boys of 16 and under. And speak- 
ing of boys, I want to say that a few more 
lickings in the public schools would repress 
the enthusiasm of embryo criminals.” 


Many Are Asked to Aid. 

The committee to wait on the mayor and 
chief of police is composed of Dr. McAfee, 
Michael Cudahy, H. C. Staver, Jane Addams, 
and N. A. Partridge. A resolution was 
adopted calling for the codperation of all 
churches, labor unions, clubs, and other or- 
ganizations in the crusade, and a commit- 
tee composed of A. B. Farwell, Rabbi Hirsch, 
and the Rev. Thomas E. Sherman was ap- 
pointed to notify these bodies. Every min- 
ister in Chicago will be requested to preach 
a special sermon on the crime crusade next

An audience which comfortably filled the 
Grand opera house last evening followed 
with interest and ever increasing evidences 
of enjoyment and merriment a carefully pre- 
pared and artistic production of Shakspeare’s 
infrequently played comedy, “ Twelfth 
Night.“ ‘ 

Miss Viola Allen, who is directly responsi- 
ble for this praise meriting revival of the 


delightfully amusing play, has clearly 
spared no effort or expense in the providing 
of suitably beautiful and elaborate stage 
enframement for the piece. The costumes, 
scenery, and stage trappings are in excellent 
taste, being so designed and colored that the 
eye is constantly filled and gratified yet 
never overtaxed or burdened. One or two of 
the canvas drops used during the progress 
of the play seem unnecessarily flimsy and 
tremulous, but aside from these the 
settings are thoroughly admirable. The 
scene showing the Italian gardens of Olivia 
is as handsome a stage picture as has been 
seen here in a long time. 

In the matter of selection of company Miss 
Allen has apparently proceeded also with 
care and with the earnest desire to obtain 
the players best suited to the parts they 
were to assume in Shakspeare’s jolly holiday 
comedy. In a number of instances she has 
succeeded in securing competent people; in 
certain others she has been less happy. Gen- 
erally speaking, her volio, Sir Toby, Sir 
Andrew, Maria, and Fabian fit well into the 
fun making of the performance, and her own 
Viola, her Sebastian, and her Olivia present 
satisfactorily the more sentimental side of 
the merry play. The duke and the majority 
of the minor roles are less competentl¥ cast, 
and although these characters are of but 
secondary fmportance, and their more or less 
inadequate presentment does not seriously 
damage t performance in its essential 
features, they do mar its symmetry and de- 
tract from the pleasure the evening would 
otherwise afford. 


said that she makes the disguised Viola a 


tion of masculine swagger and mien is accom- 
plished with sufficient definiteness to render 
plausible the attitude toward Cesario of the 
rest of the characters in the play, and yet 
without aught of the mannishness that 
is apt to offend. Her Cesario is a youth, 
good looking, spirited, and self-confident, but 
because of this self-confidence, the portrayal 
misses the poetic charm which lies in the 
part. 

Viola is far from being womanly to the point 
of weakness—her undertaking of the madcap 
escapade on which she entered when she 
took service with the duke proves this—but 
her intensely womanly qualities show them- 
selves in her sudden and deep love for the 
master she serves, and it cannot be said that 
Miss Allen made this deep passion entire- 
ly convincing last evening. The auditor fek 
that she forgot it except when the dramatist 
gave her a line which recalled it to her mind. 
Her wooing of Olivia usually had in it no 
hint of the struggle Viola was undergoing 
in her endeavor to induce another woman to 
become the wife of the man she herself loves. 
Occasionally, it is true, this mental attitude 
of Viola was brought to the spectator’s atten- 
tion, but much of the time it was nowise in 
evidence. To suggest this passion constant - 
ly, to avoid becoming weakly effeminate, and 
to plead the duke's suit in manly fashion 
is a histrionic and dramatic task by no means 
easy—this is readily granted—but it is the 
need of accomplishing this task which makes 
Viola one of the trying roles in Shakspearean 
drama, and the succeeding in which that 
proves the gifted actress. 

Miss Allen last evening accomplished much 
that was commendable, much that was satis- 
fying, much that spoke in warm praise of 
her abilities, but it cannot be said that she 
exhausted the possibilities of the character 
of Viola along its sympathetic and poetic 
side. Could she come to indulge in a little less 
of constant movement of body and limbs, and 
acquire a smoother, less stressful manner 
of reading the lines of the part, her work 
would gain greatly in effectiveness. Its chief 
lack at present is repose—she tries to make 
too much of every word. And yet it is an 
impersonation which no lover of the best in 
drama can afford to miss. It is the central 
figure in a meritorious performance of a 
rarely given but delightful play, and the op- 
portunity: to witness such a performanve 
should not be allowed to slip. 


The Malvolio of Mr. Blair is wanting chiefly 
in climax. He makes his prince of egotists 
just as extravagant and just as fantastic in 
demeanor in the first scene as he isin the last.

Labor Leaders and Local Federa- 
tion May Be Involved for 
Encouraging Violence.

M. Mercier’s report, it is believed, not only 
establishes the fact that Dreyfus is innocent 
of writing the bordereaw but dwells with em- 
phasis on the modification by M. Gribelin, 
keeper of the war office records, of his testi- 
mony before the council at Rennes. 


Col. Henry the Traitor. 

M. Gribelin then swore that Dreyfus was 
guilty, while the modification of his testi- 
mony now indicates that the alleged treason 
was committed by Col. Henry, who was at 
the time chief of the intelligence department 
of the ministry of war, and who afterwards 
committed suicide in prison. 

It is not yet positively known whether M. 
Mercier’s report will recommend revision by 
the court of cassation of the court martial, 
but there is every reason to believe that the 
court of cassation will now reconsider the 
ease in the light of the facts gathered by M. 
Mercier, at the same time passing upon the 
other documents submitted. 


Revision Is Likely. 

While it is impossible at this stage to predict 
what view will be taken by the commission, it 
is expected that it will adopt at least by a 
majority M. Mercier’s recommendation. 

If the revision of the case should be favor- 
able to Capt. Dreyfus he will be restored to 
the army, no matter what protests may be 
made, but it is not expected that he will as- 
sume active service. 


LOSS TO BRITISH COTTON TRADE 
High Price of the Staple Will Compel 


Lancashire Mills to Run on 
Short Time.

Baron Komura also pointed out verbally the 
passages in the Russian note which Japan 
regards as unsatisfactory, and requested 
they be reconsidered. It cannot be ascer- 
tained whether or not a time limit is fixed for 
Russia’s reply, upon which it is assumed 
peace depends. ; 

Meanwhile the government is keeping the 
transports in readiness and other precaution- 
ary steps are being taken. Sixty military 
engineers have been sent to Corea to replace 
the civilian engineers who hitherto have been 
in charge of the Japanese telegraphs there. 
It is officially stated that this is not a military 
measure. A despatch from Seoul, however, 
says that M. Pavloff, the Russian minister, 
opposes the landing of the Japanese sappers.

Massacre Sentences Light. 

KISHENPEFF, Bessarabia, Dec. 21.—Two 
Russians named Gnetschin and Marosjeik, 
who have been on trial charged with murder 
as the authors of the massacre of Jews here 
last spring. were sentenced today to seven 
and five years’ penal servitude respectively. 
Twenty-two other persons charged with be- 
ing involved in the massacre were sentenced 
to periods ranging from one to two years 
each. One person was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and twelve were ac- 
quitted, while forty-eight civil actions 
brought against the accused were dismissed. 
The costs of the prosecutions must be paid 
by the convicted persons.

LESSON NO. 126—The fall term. 


HE board of managers of the School 
of Domestic Arts and Science met 
yesterday to hear the reports for the 
first term's work in the new location. 
8 The school has grown this winter 
about 83 per cent in all departments. The 
number of pupils has increased in this ratio 
income as well. 

work is divided into three depart- 
ments—cooking, sewing, and lectureship. 
The former departments are supported by 
tuitions, the latter by memberships and lec- 
ture fees. In the cooking department dur- 
ing the fall term there have been 155 entries. 
There has been an entry of eighty puplls in 
the first course classes, and many—in fact, 
three-quarters of the students—are going on 
to the second courses. These classes have 
learned the principles of cookery, the effect 
of heat upon various foods, the food proper- 
ties, and the results of certain combinations. 
No cook can successfully go on to the higher 
branches of her craft who does not under- 
stand these first principles and have any 
certainty as to the results of her work. 

The evening classes consist of self-sup- 
porting women who cannot attend in the 
daytime, and they greatly enjoy the recrea- 
tion. Many are looking forward to their 
own homes in the near future. and feel great- 
er confidence in beginning a home on a small- 
er income with the knowledge gained here. 


— 

An interesting development of this term 
has been an evening class of public school 
teachers, who have taken their work to take 
the promotional examination in January in 
the public schools. They have asked for a 
second term, although it is not required in 
their public school work. 

Besides these classes two hospitals. have 
had a teacher in dietetics and invalid cook- 
ery—the Passavant hospital and the Evans- 
ton hospital. Here the interest of the pu- 
pils is added to by the enjoyment of the re- 
sults by the patients. 

Hygiene has had a class of twenty-seven, 
who have learned the first aid to the injured 
and personal hygiene, bandages, poultices, 
how to make a bed—all sorts of things that 
are most valuable and necessary for the 
home maker to know. 

In the sewing department by far the larg- 
est numbr is for technical sewing, where 
girls and women are learning it as a business. 
Here fifty-nine have done diligent and val- 


uable work. Oné of the scholarship girls of 


last year has increased her earning capacity 
from $1.25 to $223 a day. Sampler work, 
which is the beginning of it all, has taken 
eighteen, the second course thirteen. and 
those who are preparing for spring by learn- 
ing to make shirt waists were eieven. At 
the eleventh hour of the first warm day they 
will find their lamp of ability to make a thin 
shirt waist full. Are not these wise virgins? 
Popular dressmaking, where each learns for 


her personal use, seventeen have taken ad- 
vantage of, ahd the special course, sixteen. 
This makes a total in handling the needle 


of 131. Besides this a class of twelve is 
weaving pretty hats of its own fashioning. 
What possibilities there are for the woman 
who can handle her own material! 


The lecture course on household economics 
has had an average of forty in attendance, 
and the interest has been most encouraging. 
The governing memberships now number 
about 120 and should be much larger in num- 
ber. The memberships admit to eighteen 
lectures and the tickets are transferable, so 
that if a woman cannot attend herself she 
can send some one to whom it will be valua- 
ble. This department needs more generous 
support from the women who believe in edu- 
cated home making. . 

The classes for the coming term are nearly 
filled and several have a few vacancies. 
The new classes have been filled with those 
on the watting lists from the last term. 
Registration takes place the last of this 
month. Dec. 81. and those wanting the re- 
maining vacancies should apply at once. 

It is the policy of the management to add 
lasses to meet any demand, and in response 
to such a demand will add courses for the 
artistic side of home life. Mrs. J. B. Sher- 
wood will give a series of lectures on art 
in the home, and this will be the beginning of 
classes in artistic needlework and design. 
If women will only let the School of Domes- 
tic Arts know what they want the want will 
be met. 

We are often asked what class of students 
we have, and we reply, all classes that are 
interested in the home in any way. Many of 
our students are just out of school, many 
are brides, many are housekeepers, and some 
are household workers. 

— 

The school is intended to meet the needs 
lof the housekeepers of Chicago, and we in- 
vite an expression of opinion and wishes 
sent either to Tun TRIBUNE or to 39 State 
street. 

An exhibit of artistic handicraft will be 
held in January, and a meeting of govern- 
ing members to hear the reports of the work 
and to express opinion. 

As hygiene is one of the subjects this 
school stands for strongly, we are glad to 
announce that Dr. Klebs will give an ad- 
dress here Jan. 5 on “ Tuberculosis an In- 
door Disease.“ 

The possibilities of this work, with a total 
attendance this term of 350 students, are now 
before us in a practical manner, and we be- 
lieve the pioneer work is done. We want 
more interest in the housekeepers and more 
feeling that this is their institution. We 
have had many expressions of interest on 
the part of men, and we are told that they 
believe in this work and its aims. Will they 
not give us some practical demonstration of 
their approval?

Pigeon Modes * 

PLAIN PIGEON PIE—Two or three pig- 
eons, a rumpsteak, pepper and salt, a little 
gravy, two ounces of butter, puff paste. Lay 
a rim of paste round the sides and edge of a 
baking dish, sprinkle a little pepper and salt 
over the bottom, and put in a thin beefsteak; 
pick and draw the pigeons, wash them clean, 
cut off their feet, and press the legs into the 
sides, put a bit of butter and seasoning of 
pepper and salt in the inside of each and lay 
them in the dish with their breasts upwards, 
and the necks and gizzards between them; 
sprinkle some pepper and salt over them; and 
put in a wineglass of water; lay a thin sheet 
of paste over the top and with avbrush wet 
it all over; then put a puff paste half an inch 
thick over that, cut it close to the dish, brush 
it over with egg; ornament the top and stick 
four of the feet out of it, and bake. When 
done pour in a little good gravy. You may 
put in the yolks of six hard boiled eggs, or 
leave out the beefsteak if you like. 

PIGEON COMPOTE-—Six pigeons, force- 
meat, gravy, butter, and flour. Truss the 
pigeons as for boiling and fill their craws 
with forcemeat, lard down the breasts, and 
fry brown in butter; then put them into a 
stéwpan with a sufficient quantity of good 
gravy, and when they have stewed three- 
fourths of an hour thicken with a piece of 
butter rolled in flour. Serve with the gravy 
strained over them and garnish with force- 
meat balls. For the forcemeat balls grate 
half a pound stale bread and mix with a 
bunch of sweet herbs, finely chopped, a little 
salt, and two hard boiled eggs minced. Add 
two more eggs to bind it together, roll into 
balls, and drop these into the boiling stew 
about seven minutes before serving. 


This is a good, nutritious dinner. Havea 
nice fat chicken, not too young, for then the 
soup will not have much flavor.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


“ The striking feature of the present wheat 
situation,” says the Liverpool Corn Trade 
News of Dec. 8, is the continued @ullnese of 
markets on this side of the Atlantic in the 
face of advancing prices in America. Speak- 
ing generaily, prices here today are about at 
the same level as they were a week ago, but 
Chicago has advanced 1c to 3c and New York 
quite as much. The disparity between the 
American. and British markets has thus been 
further increased, and the indifference of 
united kingdom buyers is a striking proof 
of the almost general belief that there is 
abundance of wheat, present and prospect- 
ive, even if America is left out of the calcu- 


bear in mind that the Argentine crop, of 
which so much is expected, is yet unsecured 
and harvest weather so far cannot be de- 
scribed as all that growers would desire. 
There have been several reports of rains, and 
if there should be a prolonged period of bad 
‘weather it might easily change the whole 
outlook, for even when the Argentine colo- 
nist has harvested his crop he seldom has 
any means of sheltering it from the weather. 
India, too, is always, more or Jess, uncertain 
as a grower of wheat; all that can be said 
at present is that the new crop has had a good 
start. Taking the general situation as it 
stands today, however, it must be acknowl- 
edged that prospects point to continued li- 
eral supplies from the Euxine, India, Ar-

Claims of duplications in reports of export 
business in wheat are a matter of cou 
when there is an active speculative business 
and liberal sales are reported after a season 
of prolonged dullness, There was naturally 
more or less dispute as to the genuineness 
of the big business reported last week, and 
one local exporter declared that “‘ duplica- 
tion" was not a strong enough word to use, 
as one sale made last week had been reported 
four times. According to this authority, one, 
iot of 15 loads was sold by a Chicago house 
which did not wish to appear in the trans-. 
auction directly to a New York export broker, 
who sold the same wheat to another Chicago 
house, which in turn chartered a steamer to 
export the wheat. It is claimed that the 
gale of these 15 loads was reported after the 
transaction had been consummated by the 
Chicago house which first sold it, by the New 
York broker, by the second Chicago house on 
its sale for export, and by the seaboard when 
the charter was made for its shipment. The 
story may or may not be an exaggeration, 
but it illustrates the difficulty of getting 
exact information and the chances of dupli- 
cation in the reports when a lot of wheat 
changes hands several times between differ- 
ent export brokers. 


The visible supply was saved from showing 
a decrease yesterday by the addition of Port 
Arthur to the points covered, as there was an 
increase of 469,000 bu there, a decrease of 
306,000 bu at all points previously included 
in the report was changed to an increase of 
163,000 bu, compared with an increase of 
665,000 bu last year.

GOOD EARNINGS BASIS OF BELIEF 
a IN AN ADVANCE. 


This Year’s Profits Equal to 12 Per Cent 
on the Outstanding Capital Stock— 
Manager Street of the UOlearing 
House Announces the Banke Win 
Close Next Satuarday—Dull Market 
Predicted for Coming Year—Rall- 
way Merchandise Earnings. 


There has been some talk in La Salle street 
of a bull pool in Swift & Co. stock, Nothing 
has materialized as yet, but the earnings of 
the company afe pointed out as affording a 
basis for an advance in shares when market 
conditions grow better. The stock is selling 
between 101 und 102. There are few 7 per 
cent industrial issues that sell above par. 

Earnings for the current fiscal year are 
officially stated to be $8,000,000. This is equal 
to 12 per cent on present outstanding capital 
of $25,000,000. The company has a surplus 
now of $6,496,000, so that it is apparently in 
a strong position as an industrial corpora- 
tion. 

Some evidence of the faith of the insiders 
in the security is furnished by the assertion 
that the additional $10,000,000 stock which 
it is proposed to issue has deen under- 
written at par. The shares are to be issued 
to pay for valuable subsidiary concerns, and 
these latter have indicated a willingness to 
accept stock in lieu of cash. 

The properties to be purchased will turn 
over their earnings to Swift & Co., and the 
new capital will from the beginning be pro- 
ductive. Present earnings are at the rate of 
over 8% per cent on $35,000,000. But, as in- 
dicated, the new stock will purchase paying 


properties. 

The fact that the price of cattle has fallen 
much lower than one year ago and that the 
price of the finished product has continued 
high, is pointed out as a bull argument on 
packing stocks. But while this is true of the

The snow storms and the sero weather that 
prevailed in the early part of last week in the 
west and the latter part of the week in the 
east had a serious effect on east bound ship- 
ments.

Ef Society Raises $100,000 More It 


Willi Have Total Bndowmeat of | 


Masses of Chicago—Must Find §14,- 

700 Before Jan. 1 te Secure the Prise 
Writes Hearts in- 


Dr. D. k. Pearsons, following his usual 
method of giving for the public welfare. has 
offered $50.000 to the Chicago City Miesion- 


ary society on condition that the money be 
used as a nucleus for a permanent endow- 
ment fund of $150,000. Under the provisions 
ot the offer the missionary society must 
raise $100,000 before it will receive the gift 
ef the Hinsdale philanthropist. 

The society was established twenty-one 
years ago. Having carefully observed the 
doings of this society during its existence 
and studied its methods and spirit and alm 
and learned for himself how its affairs have 
been conducted, Dr. Pearsons has reached 
the conclusion that there is no way more 
commendabie or promising in which a phil- 
anthropist can invest his money than in 
assisting to put this society on a substantial 
and enduring basis. An endowment will 
enable it to do in the future what it has done 
in the past, but in a vastly greater measure 
and with a vastly augmented efficiency. 


Dr. Pearsons’ Letter. 
In his letter to the society, Dr. Pearsons 


said: 

1 give to the Chicago City Missionary se- 
clety because it has a direct influence on 
the laboring classes of the community, For 
twenty years it has worked on the principle 
that an ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
ef cure.” Me says further that The men 
in charge are trustworthy and capabie in 
the work. and n are in the new and 
neglected parts of ty.“ 

He deciares that in his judgment “ This 
society is the best organization for Chris- 
tianizing and Americanizing the more than 
half a million foreign speaking people in the 
elty,.“ and inasmuch as be cannot take his 
money with him.“ he desires that it shall 
work to uplift the poor end needy after he is 
gone.” 

These were, in part, the considerations 
which moved Dr. Pearsons to make his offer. 


Must Raise $14,700 by Jan. 1. 

The officers of the society who are charged 
with the duty of conducting the campaign 
for subscriptions and pledges are full of hope. 
Bighty-five thousand three hundred dollars 
has been ured. This leaves $14,700 still 
to be rai The entire sum of $100,000 must 
be raised before Jan. 1. The days left for 
soliciting are few. Besides these few days 
are holidays and fall at the end of the year 
when most people have given to one object 
or another a large portion of what they have 
‘td spare. The officers of the society announce 
that several of the subscriptions have been 
for $5,000, that two contributors donated 
$5.000, and that at least fifteen have given

ENTIRE CONTROL BY CHURCH 
SAYS PROF, JAMES. 


State Has Its’ Share in Educational 
Work, the President of Northwestern 
University Tells Methodist Ministers 


“The church is not a body able to take 
entire control of educational matters. The 
state has its part to direct and the church 
Its share in all questions,” declared Presi- 

dent James of Northwestern university in 
an address yesterday morning before the 
Methodist ministers. His subject was Our 
E@ucational Outlook.” 

. “One of the greatest leaders in our col- 
leges is reported to have said that the 2 
Bums of money given to our schools and 
leges by wealthy contributors had caused 
these same institutions to be no longer church 
educational centers,” said President James. 
“I do not believe this is true. 

“ Athletic training is essential to the wel- 
fare and health of students, but we must 
mot go so far that other sides of university 
training are neglected. We must make the 
Student understand that the religious and 
Mucatlonal sides are more vital factors.“ 

The ministers adopted a resolution prais- . 
ing the city authorities for “ protecting the 
rights of property and safety of life in the 
recent street car strike.“ 

It also contained commendations for the 
action of the labor unions in “ having taken 


steps toward the discouragement of violence 


and lawlessness.’ 


PINKERTON TALKS OF DUNLAP. 


Denies Any Secrecy or Politics in the | 
| Case and Tells Why He Asked 
a Parole. 


. A. Pinkerton stated yesterday on his 

from the west, where he had been for 

eight weeks. that at no time had there been 

anything secret in his effort to secure a 

parole for James Dunlap. the bank robber.
